This decision is in response to the "REQUEST TO CORRECT FILING DATE" filed on 17 
August 2006, which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 requesting that the filing date of the 
above declaration was filed on 05 November 2002 so that the correct filing date is 05 November 2002. 

BACKGROUND 



On 13 November 2001, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
stage in the United States which was accompanied by, inter alia, the requisite basic national fee 
as required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1), and a copy of the international application. Applicant, 
however, did not satisfy the requirement set forth by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(4) because no executed 
Declaration or Oath was provided with the transmittal letter.
